Of course what is written will not please 


all readers, for in to business are there so 
many people with fads aa in that of 
poultry raising. The writer slatted with 
poultry three years ago and had no 
knowledge whatever of chickens and con- 
sequently no prejudices for or against 
any particular breed. But, as during 
those three years, and of several hundred 
of fowls raised, not one adult fowl has 
died of disease, he thinks the methods 
used to secure this result may be ad- 
vantageous to others who raise chickens 
either for pleasure or profit. 


A short list of "don'ts" would probably 


prove more efficacious than a oolamn of 
hints on what to do; but the objection 
to this would be that every man who 
had done these unnecessary things would 
at once feel called on to defend 
his 


method and denounce the writer for con- 
sidering time-honored methods that were 
used by Noah's wile in tbe hen coop on 
the ark. 


Pick 
UD the average poultry journal 


and you will find column after column on 
what to do to poor Biddy to secure the 
best results; the marvel about the matter 
is that the chicken survives the practice of 
many of the theories there outlined,

THE MILKY WAY. 


A •y»teu Which Ot-rfm €• » V 


Idea ol thcr IZternUr of §»>•<*. 


The Milky Way, the grandest feature 


of the "firmament which bends above 
is," the hazy path which BO majestic- 
ally bands the whole fabric of the 
skies together, is now known to be 
composed of a grand aggregation of at 
least 18,000,000 suns, each as large as 
or larger than that which makes vege- 
table and animal life an earthly possl- 
jillty. One Is apt when allowing the 
mind to revert to the contemplation of 
these misty and indistinct astronomical 
subjects to measure their magnitude 
or attempt to measure It by making 
terrestrial comparisons. 


It Is obvious, however, upon more 


mature reflection that such compari- 
sons nre worse than "odious." The bulk 
of our sun exceeds that of the earth 
1,200,000 times, being 600 times great- 
er than tliat of the bulk of his whole 
train of plnuets taken collectively. This 
being the case, what basis can we use 
for calculating the magnitude of 18,- 
000,000 suns, each, as I have said be- 
fore, probably larger than that which 
gives us boat and light? 


The Infinite number of suns which, 


taken together, make up the Milky 
Wuy nre not set at a uniform distance 
from our earth or even from our sun. 
In fact, they appear to work altogeth- 
er Independently of either this mun- 
dane sphere or our "glorious orb of 
dny." The majority of them are plant- 
ed at a distance too remote to be even 
Imperfectly measured or understood. 
Some of them are so near (?) that 
light, tthUli travels at the rate of 
183,000 miles per second, would cross 
the distance between us and them In 
the period of about an even ten years. 
Others, however, are so remote that It 
would take a full thousand years for 
their light to reach us.
